Former Member of Detroit 
‘Purple’ Mob Borrows 

Pistol From Brother, 

Ends Life in New York. 


By the Associated Press, 

NEW YORK, Oct. 12.—Henry 
Shapiro, alias Henry Sherman, said 
at one time to have been a killer 
for the “Purple Gang” of Detroit, 
killed himself today. Just before 
he shot himself he told a brother, 
Murray Shapiro, a business man in 
the Bronx, that he was “on the 
spot.” 

Murray Shapiro told police he re- 
ceived a telephone call from kis 
brother about 4 a. m., asking him 
to meet Henry at 168th street and 
Broadway, Manhattan. Murray 
took Henry to an apartment in 
which he and their father, Israe!, 
live and Henry lay down for a 
minute on a couch. Presently, 
Murray said, Henry asked him for 
a revolver, for which Murray had 
a permit, and when asked why he 
wanted the weapon, he replied: 
“T’m on the spot.” 

Murray said he gave his brother 
the weapon without thinking. Then 
Henry asked for a glass of water 
and Murray said that while he was 
in the kitchen he heard a shot. His 
brother was dead on the couch 
when he ran back into the room. 
Henry and anoth-r_ brother, 
Charles (Chink) Shapiro, and Jack 
Weinstein were arrested last July 
in a Manhattan hotel on charges 
of violating the Sullivan anti-pis- 
tol-toting law and possession of nar- 
cotics. The arrests were incidental 
to an investigation of the murder of 
Murray Marks, alleged aid of 
Waxey Gordon. They were freed 
later for lack of evidence. 


Murray Marks’ Record; Arrested 
Several Times in St. Louis. 

Morris Moll, alias Murray Marks. 
who was killed by gangsters in 
New York June 30, last, lived in 
St. Louis until 1920. He was ar- 
rested a dozen times here during 
the last three years of his residence, 
but never was convicted. Later 
he was sought by Los Angeles po- 
lice “for holding up and shooting 
the auditor of the Sun Drug Co., in 
which robbery $15,000 was ob 
tained.” Before he could be brought 
to trial on the West Coast after 
being captured several years later. 
the auditor, who was to have been 
the prosecuting witness, was mur- 
dered. Thereupon, the case was 
dropped. 


MOVIE COWBOY STUNT MAN 
SHOT TO DEATH; WOMAN HELD 


Suspect in Killing of Tom Bay Is 

in Hospital With Two Self- 
Inflicted Bullet Wounds.

LOS ANGELES, Oct. 12. — The 


colorful and daring career of Tom 


Bay, who as a movie stunt man had 
“doubled” for many of Hollywood’s 
Western stars in breath-taking epi- 
sodes, was ended last night by a 
bullet wound. 

Accused of the killing, Mrs. 
Alta Lessert, 36 years old, is in the 
prison ward of the General Hospi- 
tal today, suffering from two self- 
inflicted bullet wounds. She was 
expected to recover. Police report- 
ed the shooting followed a quarrel 
between Bay and Mrs. Lessert, both 
of whom resided in the same house, 
Another woman was present when 
the shots were fired and was re- 
ported to have been the target of 
one shot. She was uninjured. 

Bay, 35, had been a movie stunt 
man for several years. In 1925 he 
was tried for the fatal shooting of 
James (Yakima Jim) Anson, an- 
other movie cowboy, but was ac- 
quitted by a jury on testimony that 
the shot was fired during a strug- 
gle with Anson over a pistol.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 12.—The 
administration will inaugurate its 
subsistence homestead program in 
a West Virginia mountain valley, 
where a project described by Sec- 
retary of Interior Ickes today as 
“one of the most significant of this 
period,” soon will be developed. 
Homes for 200 unemployed min- 
ers and their families will be built 
on a 1100-acre tract purchased in 
Preston County, a factory to pro- 
duce equipment for the Postoffice 


Department will be established, 
handicraft industries developed and 
gardens laid out to enable the pros- 
pective residents, now on _ relief 
lists, to support themselves. 

Ickes said it would be developed 
with the aim of demonstrating the 
feasibility of decentralization by 
private concerns. It will be fi- 
nanced from the $25,000,000 of pub- 
lic works funds set aside for sub- 
sistence homes and the cost of the 
dwellings will be repaid by the 
settlers over a period of 20 years. 

Ickes said the project will serve 
as “a means of measuring the pos- 
sibilities of decentralizing industry 
in this country where the evils of 
over-urbanization have become all 
too evident in this depression.” 

The property was once part of 
the lands of Col. John Fairfax, and 
legend says it was surveyed by 
George Washington. 

Each home will cost about $2000, 
and will be surrounded by from two 
to four acres for gardening, fruit 
trees, poultry raising and the pro- 
duction of other foodstuffs for 
home consumption. Plans call for 
setting up a self-governing commu- 
nity patterned after the New En- 
giand town meeting idea. A school, 
which will serve as a community 
center, will be built. 

Ickes said the factory will be 
constructed because of the absence 
of a private industry immediately 
available for transfer to the area.

Raiding three headquarters of the 
Khaki Shirts, police today arrested 
27 men awaiting a scheduled march

Three armories were placed un- 
der guard. The raids on the head- 
quarters were made when residents 
called police to protest that armed 
men were walking the streets. 

Among the prisoners was a “gen- 
eral” and several “coionels,” 
police said they were still seeking 
the organizer and self-styled com- 
mander-in-chief, Arthur J. Smith. 

“To Install Dictator.” 

Smith, who announced 1,500,000 
men would descend on the capital 
from nine states today and “install” 
President Roosevelt as the nation’s 
dictator. Smith’s order to march 
was being awaited by the Khaki 
Shirts when the police arrived. 

Poligenaaserted that a “mutiny” 
broké out in the headquarters, a 
former hospital in North Philadel- 
phia, before the raiding party ar- 
rived and Smith departed while his 
officers and men were looking for 
him. 

Police Capt. Walter Hartley, who 
visited the headquarters before the 
raid, said, “the last I saw of Smith 
was as he went out a window in 
the rear.” 

“Smith’s followers went right 
through the door of his office when 
they found he had disappeared,’ 
Hartley said. “They wrecked the 
inside of the place. ” 

Urging Fascist Policies. 

Smith, in announcing plans for 
the advance on the capital, said in- 
stallation of the President as a dic- 
tator would be in accordance with 
the organization's Fascist policies 
and some of the prisoners were 
quoted by Inspector John F. Dris- 
coll, who conducted two of the 
raids, as talking of “having it out 
with the Communists” in Washing- 
ton. 

Enrolling men at $2 a head and 
selling them trench caps and brown 
shirts, Smith recruited many fol-| 
lowers in Philadelphia. His “shock 
troops” wore helmets and plumes 
flowed from those of high officers. 

Federal agents said the organiza- 
tion had been under observation, 
but the only previous police call in 
Philadelphia was after a fight at 
a street corner meeting.

IN LOUISIANA KILLING 


Victim Accused of Slaying Girl, 
15, Tortured Into Mak- 
ing Confession.

LABADIEVILLE, La., Oct. 12.— 
From a bridge over the Bayou 
Lafourche, a mob early today 
hanged Bromo Moore, Negro, for 
the alleged murder of Louisiana La 
Rose, a 15-year-old girl. 

The mob went to the jail shortly 
before midnight, overpowered the 
jailer and took the Negro from his 
cell. 

Monday the body of Louisiana 
La Rose, her throat slashed from 
ear to ear, was found in a sugar 
cane field, and Moore was implicat- 


ed. 
The mob took the Negro to this 
bridge and, authorities charged, 
tortured him into an admission of 
guilt. Then, with a rope around 
his neck, the Negro was hurled 
into space. 

On the Negro’s body today was 
pinned a scrawled warning 
“leave our women alone.” 

So quietly did the lynchers move 
on the jail and seize the prisoner, 
after midnight, that no one in the 
town was awakened. 

The body of the La Rose girl was 
found amid the tall sugar cane of 
an outlying plantation Monday. She 
had been beaten and apparently 
had been dragged through the cane 
for some distance, but Coroner T. 
B. Pugh reported that she had not 
been criminally attacked. The Ne- 
gro, a plantation worker, was ar- 
rested yesterday. Parish officers 
said today they had planned to file 
definite charges against him this 
morning. 

The body was cut down shortly 
before noon by Coroner Puch. 

Meanwhile, authorities took pre- 
cautions to guard Andrew Jackson, 
Negro named by Moore in his al- 
leged confession to the mob as an 
accomplice in the murder.

“The jurors reached a_ decision 
last night but under instructions 
from Judge Edgar S. Vaught sealed 
the verdict. 

Seven persons previously were 
reonvicted of conspiracy in the kid- 
naping, four receiving life sen- 
tences. 

Captured 16 Days Ago. 

The maximum sentences under 
the Cochran law passed by Congress 
after the Lindbergh kidnaping were 
pronounced by Judge Vaught to- 
day, 16 days after the capture of 
the Kellys at Memphis, Tenn., and 
only three days after they went 
to trial. 

The Cochran law, known as the 
Lindbergh act, grew out of a bill 
pressed in Congress by Representa- 
tive Cochran of St. Louis. It pro- 
vides that any person kidnaping 
and transporting a person in inter- 
state or foreign commerce and 
holding him for ransom may be im- 
prisoned for a term of years such 
as the Court may determine and 
also provides that two or more per- 
sons entering into a conspiracy to 
violate the law and doing any overt 
act to carry out the conspiracy 
shall receive the sentence provided 
by the law. 

The Kellys received” the verdict 
and sentence without changing ex- 
pression.

The accused entered the room 
under guard. They sat at the end 
of their counsel table, facing the 
bench.

PITTSBURGH, Oct. 12.— While 
it was comparatively quiet in the 
coal fields, “progress” was reported 
in the effort to settle a strike that 
has made 75,000 miners idle and 
crippled production in the Western 
Pennsylvania area. 

Thomas Moses, president of the 
$75,000,000 H. C. Frick Coke Co., 
and Philip Murray, international 
vice-president of the United Mine 
Workers of America, emerged smil- 
ing from a brief session and said 
they would meet again soon. 

Moses said the conferences would 
continue until a “conclusion” was 
reached. He predicted the “conclu- 
sion” at an early date. 

“Mr. Murray and I are organ- 
ized and are going ahead with our 
meeting,” Moses said. “The confer- 
ences will be almost continuous 
from now on, until we reach a 
conclusion. We cannot put a defi- 
nite time on how long we will talk 
or say now what we will agree or 
disagree about. Negotiations so far 
have been preliminary.” 

Murray said Moses was “contin- 
uing conferences with his own 
group. I’m holding myself in read- 
iness for further conferences.” 

The walkout began in Fayette 
County, where the Frick company, 
a subsidiary of the United States 
Steel Corporation, operates many 


‘\mines that produce coal exclusively 


for use in the parent concern’s 
giant plants. Murray is demanding 
“absolute” recognition of the United 
Mine Workers of America. The 
Frick company has refused for 40 
years to extend this recognition 
and there is no indication whether 
or not any departure from this pol- 
icy is contemplated. 

President Roosevelt and Gen. 
Hugh S. Johnson, NRA Adminis- 
trator, have asked that “captive” 
mine operators confer with their 
workers and if not able to agree to 
put the problem before the Presi- 
dent. 

Operators representing about 90 
per cent of the bituminous coal ton- 
nage have reached agreements and 
are ready to begin production, but 
pickets from closed “captive” mines 
have prevented any large scale re- 
sumption.

MAN WOUNDED BY POLICEMAN

Thomas Meadows Was Son of Man 
Convicted in Buckingham 
Annex Firé. 

Thomas Meadows, son of Andrew 
B. Meadows, life-termer in the Mis- 
souri penitentiary, died at City 
Hospittal at 2 p. m. today of a bul- 
Ite wound of the chest inflicted by 
Patrolman Chester Miller when the 
officer discovered Meadows taking 
part in a réstaurant holdup at 1331 
Lucas avenue last Friday. 

Meadows at no time made a state- 
ment admitting the holdup. Pa- 
trolman Miller said he entered the 
restaurant and found Charles Zu- 
biena, the proprietor, struggling 
with Joseph Kindl, former police- 
man and Meadows ‘companion. 
Learning that a robber was in the 
back part of the restaurant, Miller 
ran toward the back. Meadows ap- 
peared with a pistol in his hand and 
the policeman fired one shot. Kind] 
fled from the restaurant, but was 
arrested nearby and said Meadows 
forced him into the holdup. 

Meadows, who said he was 82 
years old and resided in the 500 
block of St. Anthony street, once 
served a workhouse term for carry- 
ing a concealed weapon. His fa- 
ther was sentenced to hang for his 
part in the Buckingham Hotel An- 
nex fire in 1927. Later his sen- 
tence was commuted to life impris- 
onment.

DOLLAR DOWN IN LONDON, PARIS 


Rates Are $4.67% to Pound and 5.8 : 


LONDON, Oct. 12.—The United 
States dollar fluctuated narrowly 
today and closed at the opening 
rate of $4.67% to the pound, or 2% 
cents below yesterday’s figure. 


PARIS, Oct. 12.—The United 
States dollar closed at 16.90 francs 
(5.8 cents to the franc), down 12 
centimes from yesterday's closing 
rate of 17.02 francs (5.87 cents) on 
the foreign exchange market today. 
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approved unanimously a committee 
report warning against currency ac- 
tion that would “place additional

earnings. 

“Such a condition must not be 
allowed to take place. Wage stand- 
ards attained, money values in- 
volved, stabilization of an exchange 
medium must be safeguarded and 
protected at all hazards, regardless 
of the developments and require- 
ments.” 

The convention instructed its ex- 
ecutive council to “resort to every 
possible and practicable means at 
its command” to prevent “unre- 
strained and unregulated currency 
inflation.” 

Garment Row Settled. 
Settling an ll-year dispute over 
the organization of employes in 
clothing factories, the convention 
agreed today to grant membership 
to the Amalgamated Clothing 
Workers of America and its 130,000 
members. The decision was pre- 
sented by Green as an agreement 
negotiated by the Executive Coun- 
cil. 

Under this agreement, Amalga- 
mated will maintain the right to 
organize men’s clothing plants, but 
will yield jurisdiction over team- 
sters, firemen, engineers, electrical 
workers or any others, who are 
eligible for membership in existing 
Federation trade unions. 
The decision was reached only 
after the United Garment Workers, 
already Federation members, with- 
drew their opposition. ‘ 
For More NRA Representation. 
The convention rejected a resolu- 
tion for withdrawal of Federation 
officers from all NRA boards and 
adopted four demanding fuller la- 
bor representation on the boards. 
At the suggestion of M. J. Coller- 
an of the Plasterers’ Union, a mem- 
ber of the Resolutions Committee, 
President Green promised to go 
quickly into the matter of delay in 
the bringing out of building trades 
codes for promulgation. 
Colleran told the delegates that 
for three months building trades 
representatives had been in Wash- 
ington trying to solve objections to 
the codes, but that apparently an 
effort was being made to break 
down the wages already agreed be- 
tween contractors and union work- 
ers.

nue, Sept. 18, in which tomatoes 
were thrown. 

Taking the stand yesterday, Miss 
Cohen denied that her activities as 
a picket in front of the Knicker- 
bocker factory, where she formerly 
was employed, violated the re- 
straining order which limited the 
Amalgamated Clothing Workers’ 
Union to peaceful picketing by not 
more than two members at any 
plant. 

Other witnesses testified she 
reached over the shoulder of a po- 
liceman as non-union workers were 
entering the plant Sept. 19 and tore 
a piece from the dress of Mrs. 
Ethel Bickel, 2740 Arlington ave- 
nue, exclaiming “I’ve got a souve- 
nir.” 

The roliceman, Patrolman Law- 
rence A. Hebig, said he suffered 
two broken ribs when he was 
knocked down by the rush of strik- 
ers toward the workers. 

Miss Cohen is the second striker 
to receive a jail sentence for con- 
tempt.

Kelly turned and grunted to his 
wife, whose face was grim and ex- 
pressionless. 

Notices of Appeal Ready. 

Notices of appeal were ready for 
filing, Mathers declaring he would 
seek a reversal and John V. Rob- 
erts, his colleague, saying: “This 
case will go to the United States 
Supreme Court.” 

While other spectators were 
rushing from the cuourt to see the 
Kellys placed in a patrol wagon 
for transfer to the county jail, Mr.

ENCEPHALITIS CARRIER 
TESTS INCONCLUSIVE 


U. S. Experts Detail Effort$ to 
Learn Whether Mosquitoes 
Transmit Disease. 


A new and surprising reluctance 
of St. Louis mosquitoes to bite has 
handicaped the investigation of the 
encephalitis epidemic, United 
States Public Health Service scien- 
tists told the Academy of Science 
in its first fall meeting last night 
at Washington University. 

But, the experts assured their 
listeners, the difficulty had was 
encountered only in the laboratory. 
While a dozen of the big culex mos- 
quitoes common here might feed on 
one in as many seconds on a sub- 
/urban veranda, 200 mosquitoes in 
, the laboratory might produce, in 
‘two hours, two, three or four bites, 
or sometimes none. 

The discussion made it clear that 
two of the three Public Health 
Service workers, who submitted 
themselves to the bites of mosqui- 
toes which had bitten patients, had 
felt by no means certain that they 
would not take the disease. Two 
of the speakers had been among 
those volunteers, but this pioneer- 
| ing test of the mosquito possibility 
/on human beings was mentioned 
only once and casually. “The first 
three tested showed negative re- 
sults.” 

Mosquito Tests Negative. 

Surgeon L, L. Williams Jr., di- 
recting the insect study, had two of 
his associates, Dr. Bruce Mayne and 
Dr. Cornelius B. Philip, to analyze 
the relationship between the curious 
habits of some species and their 
part in carrying such diseases as 
malaria and yellow and dengue fe- 
ver. Dr. Mayne, Dr. Williams and 
Senior Surgeon Dr. J. P. Leake, 
directing the Public Health Service 
group here, were the three who sub- 
jected themselves to the experiment, 
now concluded without any indica- 
tion that the mosquitoes could 
transmit the disease. 
| “The betting is against the mos- 
_quito possibility,” Dr. Williams said, 
‘relating that experiments not yet 
completed with Mississippi and Vir- 
|_ginia convicts so far were negative. 
|“The indications point to adult car- 
riers or mild cases as the spreading 
‘agent. It may be found yet that 
the disease is transmitted by mo- 
squitoes, but that is not the most 
probable outcome.” 

Effects of the Drouth. 

In the drouth, related Dr. Wil- 
liams, ordinarily flowing streams, 
where few mosquitoes bred, had 
dwindled to series of pools, separat- 
|ed by mere threads of trickling 
_ water. He had found the pools 
“widely rimmed” and sometimes en- 
tirely covered with mosquito lar- 
_vae. 

“This is the first otherwise well 
'sewered city where I have found 
| Mosquitoes on the thirteenth and 
fourteenth floors of the larger 
downtown hotels,’ he said. When a 
listener remarked later that he 
thought mosquitoes had been as 
prevalent in other years, Dr. Wil- 
liams commented: “I dont see how 
they could have been any more nu- 
merous without bumping into each 
other in the air.” 

“Encephalitis began in the area 
of heaviest mosquito production,” 
said Dr. Williams. “Its spread fol- 
lowed the density of population, like 
diseases spread by contact, but it 
followed also the density of the 
mosquito. With that before us, we 
thought of the work of Maj. R. A. 
Kelser, at the Army Medical Cen- 
ter in Washington, the famous vet- 
erinarian who showed last summer 
that equine encephalo-myelitis—a 
disease in horses parallel to en- 
cephalitis in man—could be trans- 
mitted to other animals by mosqui- 
toes. The mosquito possibility sim- 
ply had to be tested. 

How Monkeys Reacted . 

Experiments with monkeys gave 
no results, he related. But the dis- 
ease had been transmitted to mon- 
keys by ordinary laboratory meth- 
ods only by large doses and gener- 
ally in a mild form, so that it ap- 
peared the animal was but indif- 
ferently susceptible to the disease. 
Hence the experiment with human 
beings, initially with “the first 
three” and then with the 20 con- 
victs who volunteered for the re- 
ward of Governors’ pardons. 

Five species, including the best 
known yellow fever and malaria 
spreaders and species most common 
here, bit the volunteers after biting 
patients. Dr. Williams related that 
they had no difficulty in obtaining 
“punctures” with the known dis- 
ease spreaders, since these had 
been handled in decades of experi- 
mentation with their respective 
diseases. But the St. Louis culex 
varieties were an unknown quan- 
tity, and they found it diffi- 
cult to arrive at a time of day, tem- 
perature and humidity when it 
would bite—in the experiment. He 
told a reporter afterward that Dr. 
Mayne ingeniously persuaded the 
culex to perform its necessary func- 
tion at the Mississippi penitentiary 
by beginning before dawn, so that 
the mosquito was subject to a nat- 
ural “sliding scale” of all three fac- 
tors. 

Incubation Period Varies. 

Some diseases, Dr. Williams 
pointed out, were spread by mos- 
quitoes which had bitten infected 
persons two day: before the first 
symptom appeared, while others 
were spread by mosquitoes two 
weeks after onset. Again, the in- 
cubation period in the mosquito 
might range from three to 12 days 
after the patient was bitten. 

“For this reason,” he said, “should 
all the experiments be negative, I 
am sorry to say they would not be 
conclusive. There are so many 
variables which we could not take 
care of, Obviously, we could not 
find patients in this epidemic be- 
fore they themselves knew that they 
were going to become ill. We have 
two groups of mosquitoes which’ bit 
patients in, we think, the second 
day of the disease. 

“We even went so far as to ask 


the families of patients to notify 
us if persons developed fever from 
undetermined causes, so that we 
might have our mosquitoes bite 
them on the chance that they 
might be taking encephalitis. So 
far, fortunately for them, but un- 
fortunately for the experiment, none 
of them has taken the disease. 


“It might be, even if all the <e- 
sults are negative, that someone 
yet might find that mosquitoes 
transmitted the disease in an 
earlier stage than we have been 
able to obtain. Summing up, al- 
though the epidemiology of the dis- 
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ease indicates that mosquitoes 


might be a possible vector, all the 


experiments so far are negative, 
and it looks very much as thoug 
the convicts, restored to freedom 
at the completion of the 
ment, will walk out of prison on 
their own feet.”

JUSTICE OF PEACE 
DROPS ROBBERY CASE 


Dismisses Suspect Police Say 
Was in Car With Loot 
and Pistols. 


A first degree robbery charge 
against Frank Johnson, who was 
arrested at the wheel of an auto- 
mobile, with two companions, both 
exconvicts, five minutes after the 
holdup of the Brownsom Hotel, 
Sept. 21, was dismissed by Justice 
of the Peace Joseph Graham after 
a preliminary hearing at Clayton 
yesterday. 

Police testified they found in the 
car part of the $61 taken in the 
robbery and also three pistols in 
and around the car. Johnson did 
not testify at the hearing. 

“He’s a good boy and comes from 
a good family,” said Justice of the 
Peace Graham, as he dismissed the 


charge. 


Asked by a reporter why he dis- | 
missed the case, Graham said, “The 
State made a very weak case. 


There was no identification of 
Johnson as having been in the ho- 
tel during the robbery and police 


found nothing on him in the car.) 


Somebody told me he had had a 
few drinks before the holdup and 
when they stopped in front of the 
hotel, the others said they were go- 
ing in to get something to eat, but 
Johnson said he wanted to stay in 
the car and sleep. He didn’t know 
anything about the holdup.” 

Prosecuting Attorney Anderson 
said he was amazed at the dis- 
missal, as his office’ had considered 
it a foregone conclusion that John- 
son would be held on the police 
testimony. Preliminary hearings 
against Johnson’s companions, John 
Collins and James Walsh, who have 
been identified by hotel employes, 
are pending. 

State’s evidence consisted of testi- 
mony by Patrolmen Sherman and 
Gregerson of Richmond Heights, 
who told how they pursued the car 
on suspicion aiter seeing it at Bruno 
and Del Norte avenues, several 
blocks from the hotel, which is at 
Manchester and Yale avenues, Ma- 
plewood. : 

The chase led to Hanley road and 
north to Eager road, the officers 
testified. There they forced the 
machine to the curb and the occu- 
pants called out “Don’t shoot.”

NORMAN THOMAS SAYS 
WORKERS MUST UNITE 


Declares Fascism Probable in 
U. S. If Brain and Brawn 
Toilers Don’t Organize. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Oct. 12. — Norman 
Thomas, Socialist candidate for the 
presidency last year, in an address 
at the University of Chicago last 


night, said that unless manual and 
brain workers combine in effective 
economic and political organization 
an American version of Fascism is 
probable. 

He declared the greatest dangers 
confronting recovery arise from 
backwardness in social organiza- 
tion. He urged organization of con- 
sumers for protection against price 
profiteering. 

“For a time the vigorous leader- 
ship of a President who was in- 
augurated in a moment of extreme 
emergency has been able to call 
out an impressive response from 
the American people,” said Thomas. 
“Every thoughtful man knows that 
we cannot trust very long this 
idealistic emergency psychology. 
“If we are to save democracy at 
all and make it function, we must 
have a competent political organi- 
zation. To continue without these 
organizations is to invite disaster, 
probably in the form of an Ameri- 
can version of Fascism.” 

Thomas could see little hope in 
either of the dominant political 
parties. President Roosevelt’s phil- 
osophy, he said, is not shared by 
others of the Democratic party. 
“The President has done more to 
exalt Federal power than any other 
man in our history, while his fol- 
lowers still prattle of state rights 
and Jeffersonian decentralization,” 
Thomas said. “Consider what would 
happen if any tragedy would bring 
Jack Garner to the presidency.” 
Citing Ogden Mills and Senator 
La Follette, Thomas said that the 
gulf between leaders of the Re- 
publican party was even wider than 
among the Democrats, and that the 
Republican party had no Franklin 
D. Roosevelt for a leader. 

“I can see no reason at all to ex- 
pect immunity in America to Fas- 
cism. Without effective and tri- 
umphant economic and political or- 
ganization of workers with hand 
and brain, a Fascist development 
is inevitable,” Thomas said. 

The American Federation of La- 
bor faces many grave problems, he 
went on. 

“Unless these and other tests are 
promptly met, American labor is 
ripe for the servile stage,” he said. 
“To miss this opportunity will offer 
an ideal situation for the emergence 
of a Fascist state in which some 
outstanding labor leaders and some 
of the stronger unions are bribed 
to go along as junior partners in 
control. What this A. F. of L. con- 
vention does or leaves undone in 
this connection will rank with the 
great decisions of history in its in- 
fluence on the future.” 

Thomas devoted considerable 
time to an eulogy of the late Mor- 
ris Hillquit, national chairman of 
the Socialist party, whose funeral 
was held yesterday in New York.

STEADY INCREASE 
IN COST OF LIVING 


Industrial Board Reports 
Rise of 9 Pct. From April 

. to September—Decline in 
Wage Buying Power. 


By CHARLES G. ROSS, 
Chief Washington Correspondent of 
the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 12..—A 
steady rise in the cost of living is 
reflected in figures issued today by 
the National Industrial Conference 
Board. 

Since April of this year, which 
marked the low point, there has 
been an increase each month, that 
for September over August being 
estimated at 1.3 per cent. The total 
rise since April has been 9 per cent, 
and since September of last year 
1.7 per cent. 

Compared with September, 1929, 
however, living costs were still 22.7 
per cent lower. 

The purchasing value of the wage 
earner’s dollar was estimated at 
128.4 cents in September as com- 
pared with 130 cents in August, 
139.9 cents in April and 100 cents 
in 1923. 

Food prices rose only three tenths 
of 1 per cent over August, but they 
were 18.3 per cent above the low 
level of April and 6.6 per cent above 
the level of September, 1932. Since 
September, 1929, there has been a 
reduction of 33.5 per cent. 

Rents advanced for the first time 
since September, 1930, increasing 
six-tenths of 1 per cent over Au- 
gust. They were, however, still 9.8 
per cent lower than in September, 
1932, and 31.1 per cent lower than 
in September, 1929. 

Clothing prices have risen most 
markedly since the upward move- 
ment of prices set in. In Septem- 
ber they advanced 8 per cent over 
August and were 245 per cent 
higher than in May. They were 
17.8 per cent higher than in Sep- 
tember, 1932, although still 23.3 per 
cent lower than in September, 1929. 

Coal prices were marked up 3 per 
cent over August, which made them 
one-half of 1 per cent higher than 
in September of last year, but 9.7 
per cent lower than in September, 
1929. | 
The cost of sundries increased 
one-half of 1 per cent over August, 
but it was still slightly below the 
level of September, 1932, and 6.1 
per cent below that of September, 
1929. 


‘BLUEBEARD OF ITALY’ DIES 
TOMORROW FOR 3 MURDERS

ROME, Oct. 12.—Cesare Serviatti, 
known as “the Bluebeard of Italy,” 
will be executed at dawn tOmor- 
row for the murder of three wom- 
en. His appeal from a conviction 
in Assize Court at Spezia, was de- 
nied by the Supreme Court yester- 
day. 

His wife, Angela, charged with 
complicity in one of the murders, 
was freed by the lower court. 

The indictments said Servatti in- 

duced the three women to give him 
their savings, then killed them. The 
bodies of two of them were cut up 
and thrown into woods near Rome. 
Parts of the body of the third were 
found in suitcases sent from Pisa 
to Rome and Naples. 
The family of one of the slain 
women, Beatrice Margarucci, for- 
merly lived in Long Branch, N. J. 
The other two victims were Pasqua 
Bartolini and Paolina Gorietti. 


U.S, BRITAIN AND 
FRANGE OPPOSE

and Great Britain stand together 
on disarmament, Joseph Paul-Bon- 
cour, the Foreign Minister, today 
told the French Cabinet, which au- 
thorized him to present a resolu- 
tion embodying the outline of this 
stand at the opening of the world 
disarmament conference at Gene¥a 
Monday. 

Paul-Boncour reported on his

German demands.

HEAVY GUN ON AIRPLANE

Mayor Dickmann 


Mayor Dickmann wants the business men of St. 
Louis to co-operate with the recovery program by 
re-employing the idle, but he refuses to extend the 
full co-operation of the city itself. 

In forming last July the St. Louis Committee of the 
NRA, Mayor Dickmann niade the following irresisti- 
ble argument for the NRA program: 

I challenge any business man looking for a 
bigger and better market to tell us what greater 
contribution to the realization of his desires can 
be made than the re-empioyment of the idle. I chal- 
lenge the man who may be so fortunate in these 
times as to enjoy a profit to tell me how long he 
expects to be assured of any profit if we fail to 
solve the unemployment problem. 

It was never intended, however, for business to 
shoulder the whole burden of pulling the country out 
of the depression: That is why the National Indus- 
trial Recovery Act was made a twepronged instru- 
ment, a fact which is sometimes overlooked. One 
part is devoted to codifying industry and specifying 


short work weeks and minimum pay; the other is 


the pubjic works section. 

There may be some question as to the relative im- 
portance of what is termed the Naticnal Recovery 
Administration, presided over by Gen. Johnson, and 
the Public Works Administration, headed by Secre 
tary Ickes; nevertheless, it is generally conceded that

—re-employment—we cannot conquer the depression. 

We commended the Mayor highly for the statement 
above quoted, attributing to him a fine understand- 
ing of the problem confronting the country. Yet 
when it comes to public works, a field in which he 
is responsible, we find him unwilling to accept his 
own doctrine, his own recipe for recovery. What 
makes his attitude still more confusing, he was heart-

That large sum is being offered to St. Louis on a 
silver platter, and the city refuses to take it. If it 
had been offered in 1923, when the $87,000,000 bond 
issue was up for consideration, it would have been 
seized instantly, yet there is far greater need for 
capita) expenditure now than there was then. 

If the Mayor and Comptroller continue in their op- 
position to full co-operation with the Public Works 
Administration, it is possible the people wil] take the 
question out of their hands, as they can do under 
Article V of the City Charter, providing for the ini- 
itiative. Under the terms of Article V, 5 per cent of 
the voters in last April’s election can sign a pefition 
for a proposed ordinance. Less than 20,000 signa- 
tures would be needed. This petition, after being 
certified by the Board of Election Commissioners, goes 
to the Board of Aldermen. If the proposed ordinance 
is not passed within a specified time, without amend- 
ment, then it must be submitted to the voters at a 
regular or special election. If this procedure were 
resorted to, it could not be blocked by the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment, on which Messrs. Dick- 
mann and Nolte form a majority. 

We trust, however, that the Mayor will realize that

He went to 
Washington, as head of a committee, to present a 
$42,000,000 program, including river front improve-

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of the Government bureau. 

These private testing and research or- 
ganizations represent a capital structure 
of many millions of dollars. They em- 
ploy many thousands of chemists, office 
workers, engineers and laborers—and 
they pay taxes. By reason of the activi- 
ties of the Bureau of Standards, many of 
their people have been deprived of an 
opportunity to pursue their professions. 

The Bureau of Standards was organ- 
ized in 1901. Its first appropriation was 
$67,140, while its 1932 appropriation was 
$3,295,245. In other words, it now costs 
50 times as much to operate it as it 
originally cost. 

From fixing weights and measures, it 
has grown to be the largest testing and 
research institution in the world’s his- 
tory, with tentacles reaching out all over 
the country. It claims to be able to do 
testing and research work for the Gov- 
ernment and for industry at rates which 
are more reasonable than those of com- 
mercial testing institutions, which have 
to pay the bill in the long run. 

For instance, from the bureau’s 1932 
report, it did research work for 33 trade 
and scientific associations and manufac- 
turers’ groups, and 17 private corpora- 
tions. And the work done was of little 
public interest, but of considerable inter- 
est to those associations, groups and cor- 
porations. Why should not these inter- 
ests handle their own technical prob- 
lems, with their own personnel or in con- 
junction with established institutions 
whose business it is to conduct work of 
this nature, rather than to have this 
work done for them largely from public 
funds? 

It is true that these organizations and 
individual corporations made some con- 
tribution to the bureau for the work 
done. But these contributions were 
largely limited to paying only the sal- 
aries of the bureau laboratory workers 
actually doing the work. And the Bu- 
reau of Standards furnished at the ex- 
pense of the taxpayers many times these 
contributions, in the form of buildings, 
equipment, staff supervision, personnel 
and operating costs. 

It is high time that the administra- 
tion took account of what this bureau 
is doing, the condition of work being 
done for private interests at Government 
expense and the saving of millions of 
dollars, which curtailment of the bu- 
reau’s activities will produce during the 
next several years.

What has changed the Mayor? He must have 
known last spring, by the language of the Recovery 
Act, that the Government’s proposal was to make an 
outright grant of 30 per cent of the cost of labor and 
materials on any approved project, the city to put 
up the remainder.

If the bond issue amounted to $30,000,000, 
the owner of a $5000 home, at present rates, would 
have only $9 added to his tax bill annually. More- 
over, since the depression began, there has been a 20 
per cent decrease in local] real estate assessments. 


want to increase the State’s indebtedness; but the 
weightier questions of the unemployment emergency 
prevailed and, in his recommendations for a special 
session, he included a $15,000,000 bond issue for re 
building State penal and eleemosynary institutions. 
Relatively speaking, the City of St. Louis is in far 
better financial condition than the State. It has a 
bonding leeway of more than $50,000,000. Its credit 
is excellent. It could easily borrow $30,000,000 or 
more without impairing that credit and without put- 
ting an undue strain on its taxpayers. 

And, after all, this is a war we are in. Are we 
going to wage it with cap pistols or with big guns? 
Are we going to permit the conservatism of the con- 
genital bookkeeper to rule our councils, instead of put- 
ting an aggressive fighting man at the head of the 
troops and giving him carte blanche to carry on? 
Moreover, the advice which the Mayor gave last July 
to business men is just as applicable to himself, as 
head of the greatest corporation in the city, namely, 
the city government itself. 

Finally, it is a rather strange spectacle to find a 
Mayor who won his election under the slogan of the 
New Deal refusing full co-operation with the New 
Deal at Washington, and with President Roosevelt, 


the chieftain of Mayor Dirkmang's own party. 


CINCINNATI AND MUNICIPAL OWNERSHIP. 

Cincinnati will vote in November on municipal own- 
ership of gas and electric plants. For some years, 
Cincinnati has been dominated by a non-partisan 
group, known locally as the charter men. This group 
succeeded in rescuing the city from the corrupt rule 
of machine politicians, installing the city manager 
plan and inaugurating many fine reforms. 

But it contains many powerful and wealthy indi- 
viduals who ordinarily would be opposed to municipal 
ownership. One of the most interesting aspects of the 
election is the attitude the charter men will take. 
Present indications are that they will hedge. For 
example, the nine charter candidates for the City 
Council have declared themselves in favor of munic- 
ipal ownership unless a rate “considered equitable” 
is agreed to by the private utility. 

That is a joker large enough to drive a coach-and- 
four through. The fact is Cincinnati’s experience has 
duplicated that of thousands of other communities. 
For five years, the question of what is or is not a fair 
rate has been discussed, and no solution has as yet 
been reached. Private utilities’ idea of a fair rate usu- 
ally is based on a fantastically swollen valuation. 

Our advice to Cincinnati is to quit quibbling with 
the utilities over questions of fairness, because, in 
the end, it will lose. State regulation in Ohio, as else- 
where, has broken down and is unable to defend the 
public interes& The thing for Cincinnati to do is to 
assure itself of fair rates by operating its own plants. 
The time will come when it will need the profits of 
all purely public services to maintain the city, and 
the sooner it moves to that end the better for it. We 
must expect temporary reverses such as that at 
Birmingham a few days ago. No great cause wins at 
the outset. The people of Birmingham have been 
persuaded from their own interest, something that in 
time all communities must perforce see and serve. 
The loss of a preliminary skirmish means no more to 
a great movement than the hanging of John Brown 
at Harper’s Ferry meant to the eventual abolition of 
slavery. 
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THAT SABINE FARM. 

Everycne who knows Horace knows about his 
affairs with Lalage and Chloe, whom he “put forever 
in song,” and in Rome he was the typical man about 
town, a wit whose bon mots enlivened fashionable so- 
ciety’s chatter, enviably secure in his position as the 
protege of Maecenas and the friend of the Emperor 
Augustus, but always the poet, always the country 
boy at heart, and, notwithstanding the city’s hom- 
age and flattery, always a little lonely in the bright 
lights, always a bit homesick for the flocks and the 
hills and “that one dear Sabine farm.” 

His friends of the great werld found their way to 
the farm, to be sure, lured thither by those felicitous 
invitations, by the assurance of good Falernian and 
charming com Ship. But the atmosphere, one 
fancied, was that of rustic simplicity, “a jug of wine, 
a loaf of bread,” where the votaries of urban luxury 
roughed the week-end in tramps through the woods 
and talks around the evening fire, a pastoral contrast 
to a pagan glitter and elegance of Rome. 

That pretty illusion is out. The villa of Horace, 
the farmhouse in the Sabine hills, so the Italian Min- 
ister of Fine Arts has discovered, had 12 rooms, half 
a dozen bathrooms, a swimming pool, the kind of 
moated grange, in a word, to which @ motiern invest- 
ment banker, or movie star, or a big-shot gangster 
retreats from the cares of the day. Our poet was a 


hedonist. He sang the humble fare, but lived on 
the fat of the land. 

Moral: You can’t judge a poet by his poetry, or, 
so far as that goes, a proser by his prose. 
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A LOOK BACK AT THE EPIDEMIC. 

A look back at the encephalitis epidemic, which has 
now subsided, discloses the wisdom of the policies 
adopted by the Metropolitan Health Council. While 
it was the worst epidemic of its kind in history, at 
no time did the community become hysterical about 
it. This is even more remarkable since encephalitis 
is 2 mystery to the medical profession, and this fact 
was frequently published. All the health authorities 
could do was to bring about early diagnosis, fospital- 
ization and isolation. It is a fact that 95 per cent 
of reported cases were hospitalized, but it is im pos- 
sible to say, as Dr. Bredeck pointed out at Indianapo- 
lis before the American Public Health Association, 
what effect this had upon checking the disease. 

There were many persons who objected to. the full 
accounts in the newspapers of the progress of the 
epidemic, the number of new cases, deaths, etc. They 
counseled a policy of concealment. It is our view 
that the community was entitled to know these facts: 
further, that candid publication was one of the fac- 
tors that avoided a panic. If a suspicion had got 
abroad that the news about the epidemic was being 
suppressed, rumor would have run riot. 

We believe another quieting factor was the pres- 
ence here of some of the most distinguished public 
health officialg in the country. It was felt that St. 
Louis was being supplied with the best possible ad- 
vice and, if medical science could be of any aid, the 
city. would have it. Still other factors were the local 
health authorities’ refusal] to put in effect a lot of 
nuisance regulations, which would have had the prin- 
cipal effect of frightening the people; their refusal 
to keep the schocls closed and their scotching of 
many absurd theories as to the origin of encephalitis. 

We express the greatest.sympathy for the victims 
and their survivors. Their fate has been most cruel 
and tragic. But if it were not for the common sense, 
honesty and alertness of the Metropolitan Health 
Council, it may very well be that St. Louis would 
have been a chamber of horrors.

The President’s Task—Enterprise and the New Deal 


T the point which the administration 
A has now reached, the difficulties of com- 

bining a quick recovery with far-reach- 
ing reconstruction are particularly acute 
and complex. This is in the effort to revive 
the capital expenditure, which alone can 
revive the heavy industries that account for 
perhaps three-fourths of those now unem- 
ployed. 

That the administration ardently desires 
a revival of capital expenditures is known 
not only from tne news reports of its inten- 
tions. It is evident from its actions. The 
Federal Reserve System, which is now un- 
der administration control, has been stead- 
ily enlarging the basis of credit. Through 
its purchases of securities in the open 
market, supplemented by the return of 
hoarded gold and currency, the banking sys- 
tem has been creating the foundation for 
a gigantic expansion of credit. The revalu- 
ation of the dollar, at say the present depre- 
ciation, would add 50 per cent to the value 
of our gold reserves, thus enlarging still 
further and by a very large amount the 
potential credit expansion. 

Yet credit does not expand. Apart from 
credit which government agencies are em- 
ploying, there is only the most miserable 
trickle of capita) expenditure in the form of 
new corporate financing and mortgage 
money. Here are the reservoirs of credit 
full. to overflowing and almost no one, ex- 
cept local and Federal Government, comes 
forward to draw upon them. 

* * © 


What is the matter? The obvious answer 
is that the spirit of enterprise has not been 
revived. Now what is it that makes men 
enterprising under a capitalist system? It 
is confidence that they can produce some- 
thing at a profit. 

When they have this confidence, they are 
éager to borrow capital to produce that 
something. Those who have capital are 
willing to lend it to them. But without the 
confidence that he can make a profit over 
and above what he needs to repay his. debt, 
a sensible business man will not borrow 
and a prudent investor will not lend. 

Thus far, the administration has gone to 
great lengths to make it possible to feed 
enterprise with capital funds. But as to 
enterprise itself, which is the active ingre- 
dient in the mixture, the administration is 
clearly under the influence of divided and 
conflicting sentiments. It would like to see 
business as enterprising as it was about 1926, 
a time when business was good but the 
excesses of the boom had not yet developed. 
On the other hand, it is afraid of the evils 
of lively enterprise, it is comm‘tted to fin:1- 
ing remedies for the social injustices of cap- 
italist prosperity. It would like to produce 
the pleasant aspects of the Coolidge era 
without the sinister consequences. . It is con- 
fronted with the fundamental problem of 
combining recovery with reconstruction. 

Thus the administration finds itself, on 
the one hand, making it technically possi- 
ble to create a credit inflation surpassing 
anything known in the Coolidge era and, on 
the other hand, threatening those who use 
credit and direct its flow with dire penal- 
ties, not only for misbehavior but for negli- 
gence, with drastic taxation of potential 
profits, with severe regulation of all kinds 
of corporate enterprise, 


It has been encouraging the expansion of 
capital and discouraging the enterprise 
which would use that capital. 

Now, it is easy enough to say that the 
administration is on the horns of a dilemma 
and that it must make a decisive choice. 
There are those who would say that the ob- 
vious choice is to postpone, preferably to 
scrap, the ideal of reconstruction, adopt the 
orthodox measures for restoring confidence 
among business men and investors, and let 
enterprise have its head. My own convic- 
tion is that those who take this view mis- 
judge the temper of the people. It igs true 
that the confidence of business men needs 
to be restored. But it is also true that an- 
other kind of confidence needs to be re- 
stored—the confidence of the mass of people 
in the justice, the efficiency and the social 
responsibility of democratic institutions. 
Mr. Roosevelt cannot betray the hopes syni- 
bolized by the New Deal. To do that would 
be to sow dragon’s teeth of disillusionment 
and cynicism for the future, once the busi- 
ness cycle had turned down again after a 
period of revival. For the New Dea) is a 
supreme test of the power of men to con- 
trol competitive acquisitiveness under a 
System of ordered liberty. Whatever the 
momentary temptation to abandon it, we 
must not. 

Yet the opposite course, which is to install 
the New Deal and let recovery wait, is 
equally to be rejected. Those who in the 
back of their heads would like to see this 
also misjudge the temper of the people. 
They fail to see that inability to produce 
substantial evidences of recovery will pro- 
duce a reaction, not in favor of, but against, 
the principles of the New Deal. Only the 
very naive progressive can imagine that this 
reaction would promote the ideas that the 
most advanced progressives desire.

Where, then, are we to find the way to 
reconcile the short-term objective of recov- 
ery and the long-term objective of recon- 
struction? We can find it only in the prin- 
ciple which has been, I believe, the essential 
reason for Mr. Roosevelt’s immense success.

Record of Series of Attacks. 

On July 7, Philip Zuckerman, an 
American fur dealer, was assault- 
ed. A month later, Aug. 17, Dr. 
Daniel Mulvihill of Danbury, Conn., 
connected with the Long Island 
Medical College at Brooklyn, was 
struck on the head for failing to 
detachment.

and he and his men deserve all the 
praise you can give them,” Sam 
admitted. “But you don’t have to 
hand them any more pennants. In 
fact, I don’t think they’ll win the 
pennant in our league next year. 
You can’t win pennants with two 
pitchers year after year. 

“Who's going to stop them? Well, 
the Cardinals will, I believe. We’re 
going to make changes. I have a 
lot of confidence in Frisch and ex- 
pect our team to be much stronger 
from start to finish than it was 
this year. And remember that we 
beat the Giants this year. Why, 
we knocked Hubbell out of the 
box in the last series the’ team 
played at Sportsman’s Park. The 
Giants outclassed the Senators in 
the world series, but they'll have 
a tough time in next year’s race, 
or I'll miss my guess.” 

Cannot Discuss Trades. 
Breadon said he could not dis- 
cuss the reported trade negotia- 
tions between the Cardinals ~ and 
Phillies. Gerry Nugent, the presi- 
dent of the Phils, was quoted in a 
recent dispatch as saying he hoped 
to arrange a deal with the St. Louis 
club. When asked when the ru- 
mored trade might be “discussable,” 
Breadon said he didn’t know—per- 
haps a week or perhaps nothing 
would develop. 

“You have to be careful how you 
make trades,” he added. “You 
know it is easy to swap if you 
want to make that old trade of a 
bucket of coal for a bucket of 
ashes. And the other fellow usual- 
ly tries to appear big-hearted by 
throwing in an extra bucket of 
ashes. But we’ll have new blood 
and it will help the Cardinals. 
They'll have their old spirit next 
year.” 

Breadon said he did not expect 
any drastic changes to be made in 
the structure of baseball, its gov- 
ernment or its system of arriving 
at a championship, and added that 
he was opposed to any such revolu- 
tionary measures.

Then it always 
has the chance to pick up extra 
money if the world series goes six 
or seven games.” 

Breadon said the Cardinals this 
year probably would rank next to 
the Giants in total attendance on 
the road—that is, the Redbirds 
were the second best box office 
attraction in the league. At home, 
however, the Cardinals played to a 
smaller total attendance than in 
any previous year since 1925.

FOXX IS AGAIN 


‘MOST VALUABLE’ 


PLAYER IN AL 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 12—James 
Emory Foxx, the home run king of 
the major leagues, was named by 
the baseball writers today as the 
American League’s “most valuable 
player” for the second successive 
year. 

Foxx was selected for top honors 
again by a committee representing 
the Baseball Writers’ Association 
of America, of which Denman 
fiiompson of the Washington Star 
acted as chairman. 

The slugging first baseman of the 
Athletics was given a brisk run in 
the voting by two Washington ri- 
vals, Manager Joe Cronin and 
Heinie Manush, but emerged with 


a clean-cut margin. Decisive fac- 
tors in favor of Foxx were that, in 
addition to retaining the home run 
crown, he led all the American 
League hitters with an unofficial 
mark of .356 and topped the clout- 
ers of both big leagues in runs 
batted in, with 159. 
Gets Four First Places. 

In the opinion of Cronin, his clos- 
est rival and a former winner of 
the award, Foxx is “the greatest all- 
round ballplayer in the game to- 
day.” 

Ballots were cast by eight mem- 
bers of the writers’ committee, each 
listing 10 players in the order of 
preference. Points were award- 
ed on the basis of 10 for first place, 
nine for second, and so on. 

Foxx was named the No. 1 star 
by four experts and totaled 74 points 
out of a possible maximum of 80. 
He was rated second by three writ- 
ers and fourth by one. Cronin and 
Manush each received two first 
place nominations, collecting 62 and 
54 points, respectively. 

Lou Gehrig of the Yankees, Lefty 
Grove of the Athletics and Charley 
Gehringer of the Tigers were 
ranked fourth, fifth and sixth. For 
the first time since 1927, Babe Ruth 
did not receive a vote or so much 
as honorable mention. 

12 Points for Melillo. 

The selection of Foxx marks the 
fourth time in six years that a 
member of the Athletics has been 
chosen for the American League 
honor. Mickey Cochrane in 1928 
and Boh Grove in 1931 preceded 
the first baseman in winning rec- 
ognition as the mést valuable. 
Members of the writers’ commit- 
tee consisted of Paul Shannon, 
Boston; Ed Burns, Chicago; Gor- 
don Cobbledick, Cleveland; Daniel 
M. Daniel, New York; Bill Brandt, 
Philadelphia; Charles Ward, De- 
troit; Richard Farrington, St. 
Louis, and Bob Considine, Wash- 
ington.

PHA TECHNICAL BOARD 
NAMED FOR MISOUR 


Committee of Nine Engineers 
and Other Experts to Be Called 
on for Professional Advice. 


An advisory committee of nine 
engineers and other technical men 
has been appointed by Hugh Mil- 
ler, state engineer of the Federal 
Public Works Administration, to 
assist him in determining questions 
on proposed public works in Mis- 
souri. 

Its personnel follows: A. P. 
Greensfelder (chairman), widely 
known planner and chairman of 
the University City Plan Commis-‘ 
sion; E. J. Russell, chairman of the 
City Plan Commission and presi- 


dent of the American Institute of 
Architects; A. S. Langsdorf, dean 
of the Washington University en- 
gineering school and vice-chairman 
of the City Plan Commission; Dr. 
H. A. Buehler, Rolla, State Geol- 
ogist and ex officio member of the 
State Highway Commission; T. H. 
Cutler, Jefferson City, chief en- 
gineer of the State Highway De- 
partment; Herbert Bosch, Jeffer- 
son City, sanitary engineer of the 
State Board of Health; Herbert S. 
Hare, Kansas City, city planner; E. 
M Stayton, Kansas City, engineer 
and chairman of Gov. Park’s Pub- 
lic Works Commission; W. Sel- 
vidge, Columbia, acting dean of the 
University of Missouri engineering 
school. 


City Officials to Meet. 


This committee will be asked to 
give more detailed service than the 
State Advisory Board of the PWA 
is able to give. The board consists 
of Harry Scullin, former Gov. Caul- 
field and William Hirth of Colum- 
bia. The engineers’ committee and 
the advisory board will participate 
in the meeting of city officials of 


Missouri at Jefferson City next 
Monday afternoon, which was 
called by Gov.

The purpose of the meeting, Mil-

by the Governor in his call for next 
week's special session of the Legis- 
lature, and to prepare a list of the 
probable improvements for which 
Federal aid will be sought. 


Cities Urged to Buy Now. 


The Advisory Board has asked 
Missouri mayors to bring to the 
meeting with them city engineers, 
city attorneys, school officials, 
Chamber of Commerce represent- 
atives and other interested persons. 
The board said in its letter: “The 
slogan of the PWA is to ‘transfer 
men from relief rolls to payrolls’ 
and we consider that the public 
works program is part of the NRA 
Buy Now Program. We are urging 
cities to buy now needed public 
improvements which they can af- 
ford, rather than defer them to a 
later date.”
